Remarks 

This Response is considered fully responsive to the Office Action mailed May 8, 2008. 
Claims 1-52 were pending in the application. The Examiner has withdrawn claims 22-52 from 
consideration. Claims 1-21 stand rejected. Claims 1-52 are now pending in the application. 
Reexamination and reconsideration are requested. 

Restriction Requirement 

Applicant notes that the Examiner has made the restriction requirement final. Applicant 
is concurrently facsimile filing a petition to reconsider the restriction requirement. Applicant is 
not conceding that the restriction requirement is proper. 

Nonstatutory Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-21 stand provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-21 of copending Application No. 
11/251,175. 

Applicant notes the provisional double patenting rejection is the only remaining rejection 
in the application and is over a later-filed application that claims priority as a 
continuation-in-part application of the present application. Under MPEP § 804 (I)(B)(1), the 
Examiner should withdraw the provisional double patenting rejection and allow this application 
to issue. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner reconsider and 
withdraw the provisional double patenting rejection and allow the claims.

Claims 1-52 are currently pending in the application, of which the Examiner has 
withdrawn claims 22-52. Applicant has fully responded to each and every objection and 
rejection in the Office action dated May 8, 2008.
